fiefs cf every wile State to find Employment for 
their Poopic , where the Community are fully and 
pioperly employed, they will nor tail to be rich 5 and 
where any g cat Number of them are idle, the whole 
vill be poor. 

The ra:ting of Provifions for our Subfiftance, and 
Materials for Magnutactures out of our Soil, requires 
the Lebour ot a Gna!l Part of our People only ; 
but manplaéturing the Materials, which we can 
raite at Horhes or, pucchafe Abroad, would give full 
Fmployment t6 all. ‘ And we ought chiefly to apply 
ourlelves- to Meanufattures, fince the Work of an 
Artificer is of more Value to the Publick, than chat 
of a common Labourer, and one Cargo of Manu- 
futtuzes, may be worth ten others made up of Pro- 
vifions, and the mere Produce of Nature. 

it has been an uiua! Complaint, and and an Ex- 
cute forthe Idlenefs and Poverty of our People, that 
we lie under great Reftraiats in our Trade, and have 
not fufficicrit Work to employ them in; but whoever 
looks into the aforefaid Lift, will find many Articles, 
wherein all our fpare Hands may be fully employed, 
by which they might get a comfortable Livelihood 
for themfelvcs, and at the fame time, fave vaft Sums 

carly to the Kingdom. 

This Lift will terve as a general Index, to fhew 
which Commodities are in demand, and which are 
not, and may be a Direétion to an Undertaker, to 
chufe fuch a Branch of Bufinefs as may turn to beft 
Account. 

We already raife or manufaéture confiderable 
Quantities of every Sort of the Commodities men- 
tioned in the Lift, which is {ufficient to prove that we 


donot want Skill; and we have many Advantages 


to enable us ro extend our Induttry much farther, 
and to fupply ourfelves wich all we want, when we 
confider that the Price of Labour and Provifions is 
much cheaver with us, than in thofe Countries we 
trade with, that our Seil is very fit for producing 
every Tliing we have Occafion for, and that we have 
many fpare Hands among us who want Employment, 
asmay be {een by the great Number of our People 
who go Abroad yearly to fcek for Work. To which 
we mult add thes farther Encouragement, that the 
preareft Part of foreign Commoditics, are fubject to 
a Duty of ten per Cent. on Importation, befides 
about five per Cent, more for Freight, Commiflion 
and Enfurance, which is a Charge that all Goods of 
our own Growth and Manufacture are entirely free 
from: Whoever has an Advantage over others of 
fifteen per Cent. in the Sale of his Commodities, 
may cafily underfel them and command the Market. 

We thal] heretake Notice of a late Improvement 
among us, which is a great Eafe and Benefit to Inland 
(Commerce, tliat by Means of our Turnpike Aécts, 
we have the finett Roads in Europe, and perfect 
Gravel Walks from one Part of the Kingdom to 
another. 

We have hitherto fubfifted under vaft Payments 
veerly to Foreigners for their Commodities, and to 
out.Gentlemen who live Abroad for the Rents of 
their Eftates, and how we have been able ro fubfiftt 
fo long, is Matter of great Surprife. It is @ Proof 
that our Vitals are good and firong, but if all ove 
People were tully employed, we fhould not only 
icflen the Importation of foreign Goods, but greatl 
increafe the Value of all weexport, which would 
enable us to an(wer all Demands upon us from 
Abroad, and lay up a Fund of Wealth at Home.

Yefterday Morning died, after five Days [llnefs, 
of an Inflammation on his Lungs, the Right Hon. 
Charlés Talbot, Lord Talbot, Baron of Henfol 

in Glamorganfhire) Lord High Chancellor of Great 
Bricain, and one of the Lords of his Majefty’s moft 


- Honourable Privy Council ; an illuftrious Perfon, in 


whom all the great and amiable Qualities that can con- 
ftirute a good Man, or that can adorn a wife onc, were 
erhinently united. No Man ever arrived to his high 
Dignity with fuch univerfal Approbation, nor con- 
ducted himfelf in it, with fuch univerfal Applaufe 
and Efteem ; no Man was ever more the Delight of 
his: Country, or had a larger Share in the Hearts 
and Affeétions of the People; and yet he never 
made ufe of any other Methods to obtain it, than 
a conttant, uniferm Courfe of Wifdom and Virtue. 
The Reyerence that he was held in for his great 
Abilities (and no Man ever had greater) was ex- 
ceeded, if ix were poffible, by the Love that were 
bore him, tor his diffufive Benevolence and Huma. 
nity. He had the peculiar Felicity, to join together 





thofe contra aalities, fo rare to be met with 
in the a poien , the mildeft Difpofition, 
with the greateft firmneis of Mind; and at 
the fame Time that he had a Heartfutceptible of 
the ftrongeft Impreflions of Tendernefs and Com- 
paffion, he maintain'd inviolably, the ftrictelt Juftice, 
and moft inflexible Integrity. He had a Mind fo en- 
lightned, that no Falfheod could ever elude hts Sight, 
but with inimitable Sagacity, he would purfue her 
thro’’all the dark Fumings and intricate Labyrinths 
which fhe took to efcape him, and trace her to her 
remoteft Recefles. “His Judgment was fo clear and 
piercing, that he could, at .one View, difcover the 
moft abitrufe and intangied Points, and yet he had 
Patience and Temper, to hear every Thing that 
could be faid upon the moft plain and obyious. He 
always chofe to make Truth appear in her native 
Purity and Simplicity, tho’ he could have ‘adorned 
and‘embellifhed her, with allthe Force and Power 
of Eloguence. He was, in a Word, in all Cha- 
raéters and Relations of Life, one of the ableft, 
reateft, uprighteft Men, that this or any Age or 
Ration has produced, and was not only an Honour to 
his Gountry, bur as his’ Motto was, Humani nibil 
alienum, fo he was an Ornament to human Nature. 

His Lordfhip was the Son of William late Lord 
Bifhop of Durham, by Catherine, Daughter of 
—— King, Eq; Alderman of London. In the 
firft Parliament of the late King, he was chofe a 
Member for Tregony in Cornwall, and in the two 
fucceeding Parliaments for Durham. In April, 
1726, he was made Solicitor General ; and in No- 
vember, 1733, created Lord High Chancellor, and 
fworn a Member of his Majefty’s Privy Couneil, and 
the next Month he was created a Baron. 

His Lordthip married Cecil, Daughter and Heir 
of Charles Matthews of Caftle Menich in Glamor- 
ganfhire, Efg; and Great Grand-daughter of David 
Jenkins ef Henfol, in that County, Eig; one of the 
Juitices of South Wales: And by ber, who died in 
1720, his Lordthip had Iffue five Sons, viz. Charles- 
Richard Talbot, who died-im 1733, Aged 24; 
William Talbot, now Knight of the Shire for 
Glamorganfhire ; John, a Member for the Town of 
Brecon ; Edward, who died an Infant, and George.
